TAX AMENDMENT 


Council 
Declares Important 


Source of University Rev- 


enue Is in Danger. 


BERKELET, Nov. 7.^-Oppositlon to the 
proposed ofate constitutional amendment 
No. 1, which Is to be voted on tomrrow. 
was shown at a meeting of the alumni 
council ,qf the University of California 
held in California Hall Saturday night. 
A statement, issued by the college men 
declares that the law1 would cut off the 
university's present source of revenue. 
The members present were

James K. Mofflt, Professor O. K. McMur- 
ray, Dr. Wallace I Terry, Frank 
Otis, 
Max Thelen and Milton T. Farmer.

MAKE STATEMENT. 


The statement follows: 
"The alumni council of the University 
of California deems that the threatened 
situation in regard to the finances of the 
university If constitutional 
amendment 
No. 1 is adopted demands public expla- 
nation. 
"There is no doubt that the amend- 
ment will repeal the present statute pro- 
viding the annual three-cent tax on each 
hundred dollars of assessed valuation of 
the property in the state 
This tax Is 
the backbone of the university's income 
The amendment repeals all ad valorem 
| taxes, and this tax is manifestly an ad 
valorem tax. 


DOUBT PROTECTION. 


"It has been claimed that the three- 
cent tar Is protected by this sentence- 
'Nothing herein 
contained shall affect 
any tax levied or assessed prior to the 
adoption of this section, and all laws In 
relation to such taxes In force at the 
time of the adoption of this section shall 
remain In force until changed by 
the 
legislature ' • The 
construction 
of this 
sentence plainly Is this. The first clause 
protects taxes 'now levied or assessed'— 
that is, taxes for the present fiscal year. 
The clause following refers by its gram- 
matical construction to 'such' taxes r that 
is, taxes for the present fiscal year. No 
other construction can. be given to the 
clause without leading to manifest ab- 
surdity 


SHOULD STATE FACTS. 
"While the coxmcil does not desire to 
take sides on thia matter, it is neverthe- 
less of the opinion that it should state 
the facts In regard to the effect of the 
amendment on the revenues of the uni- 
versity for the reason 
that statements 
have been made bv Professor Plehn and 
others to the efOct that the amendment 
will not disturb the three-cent tax. The 
fact Is that tax will be repealed by the 
passage of the amendment."

UPHELD IN SUIT 


Court Orders Secretary Curry 


to File Papers of Reorganiz- 


ed Corporation. 


SACRAMENTO, Nov. 7.—In a decision 
handed down by the Third District Cour 
of Appeals today the LOB Angeles Street 
Railway Company secures a writ of man- 
date against Secretary of State Charles 
F. Curry compelling him to file and cer- 
tify to the new articles of Incorporation 
of tha recently 
reorganized 
company. 
The decision was the result of a friendly 
suit instituted two weeks ago. 
The street railway company in lieu of 
giving notice of an Increase In.the iap- 
ttal stock, reorganized, and then submlh- 
ted its papers along with the necessary 
fees to the secretary of state for filing 
and certification. 
Secretary Curry refused to certify to 
them until a deposit of J1000 for each mile 
of road had been filed by tho company 
with the treasurer, clalmlns that this1 
was necessary under section 291 of the 
civil code. In asking for a writ of man- 
date, the railway company insisted that 
the code applied to steam railroads and 
not to street railways.
